that air and land parties searching 
for 11 Americans, including a brig- 
adier general and three officers 
wives whose C-54 transport crash- 
landed yesterday high in the south- 
ern French Alps, had returned to 
Grenoble and reported failure thus 
far in the quest. 


The rescue crews have found no 


trace of the plane or its occupants, 
the Grenoble advices said. These 
accounts conflicted with a report 
of U. S. army air force officials 
in Frankfurt earlier, which said 
two U- S. bomber pilots had 
spotted the wreckage and circled 
it to guide ground parties to the 
site. 


The plane went down on a flight 


from Munich, via Marseille, to 
Pisa. The Frankfurt information 
was that it had been sighted on a 
12,000-foot plateau. 


A radioed message 
from

stricken craft soon after the crash 
said five of the passengers were 
seriously injured. The radio then 
became silent.

tov on the troop reports question.

Tom Connally (D-Texl de- 


clared the United States agreed

troop dispositions should be made 
public. 


Connally and Molotov spoke be- 


fore the 54-member political com- 
mittee of the United Nations as- 
sembly, which was called into ses- 
sion to debate a proposal asking 
information on allied troops and 
bases in non-enemy territory. 


"If it is the view of the com- 


mittee that these reports have 
value, the United States is pre- 
pared to furnish the information."

said.

cards should be laid on the table. 
We think that the Soviet Union 
should go beyond this resolution 
and have a report on all troops 
throughout the world—whether m 
Russia proper, in border states 
ot anywhere." 


Criticism Answered 


Connally said, however,

the U. S. delegation would need 
time to study a new proposal 
which Molotov offered to substi- 
tute for Russia's original resolu- 
tion and which would broaden it 
to include troops m enemv slates 
as well as non-enemy nations. 


Molotov also declared that Rus- 


sia was ready to give full data 
on her troops at home, but sug- 
gested that this be linked with 
discussions of Russia's' four-point 
arms limitation plan and not con- 
sidered along with the qiu-stion 
of troop dispositions abuaici.

Tension Increases 


Throughout Nation 


on Lewis' Decision 


Miners' Boss' Lawyers in 


Eleventh Hour Huddle 


as Deadline Nears 


Washington, Nov. 20—(AP)—• 


John L. Lewis' lawyers went into 
an eleventh hour huddle today as 
the midnight deadline approach- 
ed in his showdown fight with the 
government. 


The United Mine Workers chief 


must decide before today ends 
whether he will withdraw his con- 
tract termination notice that al- 
ways means a shutdown in the 
soft coal mines. 


Lewis, who may be courting 


legal penalties if he fails to do 
so. left his suburban home early 
but did not go to his office atop 
the union's building. 


Neither did he return to the 


swank Carlton hotel suite around 
the corner which he engaged for 
the duration of the current crisis. 


Stayed at Hotel 


Yesterday Lewis spent most of 


the day at the Carlton, reading 
newspapers and saying nothing- 


At issue as the midnight dead- 


line approached were varying in- 
terpretation? of the duration of 
the mine workers' contract with 
the government. 


Lewis served notice last week 


that he was ending the contract 
at midnight tonight after Secre- 
tary of Interior Krug, federal 
boss 
of- the 
government-seized 


mines, took the position, that the 
new contract demands should t>e 
pursued with the private owners 
of the mines—not the govern- 
ment. 


Krug insisted the current con- 


tract could not be re-opened for 
the-negotiations. At-the govern- 
ment's request a federal court 
forbade Lewis to keep the can- 
cellation notice in effect. 


Krug Stays In Office 


As the crisis headed up -with 


thousands of miners laying down 
their tools in nearly all parts of 
the coal fields, Krug kept to his 
office. 
He stayed m touch with 


the situation in the fields, how- 
ever, and aides said his door was 
open to Lewis at any time. 


President Truman, vacationing 


at Key West, Fla., also held him- 
self ready for any quick decisions 
in the struggle. 


More than 
114,000 miners- 


over one-fourth of the nation's 
coal producers—already had halt- 
ed work.

More Turkeys With 


More Meat Planned 


Springfield, 111., Nov. 20.—(AP) 


—More turkeys with more meat 
on them were in prospect for Illi- 
nois today as the state-federal 
agriculture departments reported 
that more than half of the state's 
crop of 1.230,000 birds would be 
marketed before 'Thanksgiving. 


The crop is the largest in Illi- 


nois history exceeding- last year's 
previous record of 1,118,000 by 10 
per cent. 


Growers indicated they intended 


to market 57 per cent by the end 
of this month, 33 per cent in De. 
cember and 10 per cent in January 
or later. 


J. H. Jackson, agriculture sta. 


tistician, said growers were devel- 
oping the "broad-breasted type of 
turkey," a bird with a rounded 
rather than a pointed breastplate 
thus providing more meat.
